The para- 
graph concludes with the statement that the House 
Select Committes invastigaters will be providing the 
Chairman with their feelings and evaluations ef this 
aatter (CIA's role) in a separate serorandun. 


Again we shovld like to emphasize that CTA is 
concerned with only the foreign aspects of narcotics 
trafficking and preduction. While the Agency is 
atiowed te coliget, store and disseminate iafornarios 
concerning t.5. persons invelvad io such Lilicit 
activities, it deas not participate in law enforce- 
sont investigationa. CIA has supplied foreign narcotics 
intelligences infermatian io law enforcement ayencies, 
but dees not take an "aetive’ Llavesticative role. 


With regard to the DLA statement that CIA had 
showed “contera™ about current criminal investigations 
ia Miawsi, osr records Indicate no such expression of 
concern, axcerpt for the sormal concern for the cen~ 
tinued protection of sensitive sources and sethods. 

We should appreciate any clarification of this state- 
ment which you er your Staff can prawide us.
